And God has decreed that this ſhould 
be ſo, becauſe he [hath deſigned man for noble things,

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| Judged, with reſpe& to his aftings : And being that 


Eternal happineſs is the ultimate end, which every 
man ſhould propound to himfelf, it 'ought to be his 
Chief care, to perform all that is requiſite fur the at- 
rainment thereof; and that is, to live and die well : 


The latter whereof, which does alſo implicitely com- 


prehend. the former , cannot better be learnt, than 
from the example of King Hezekiah, to whom God 
ſends a Meſſage by the Prophet -1ſaiab, admonithing 


him of his death in the wordsof the Text 3 which does. 


naturally divide it ſelf into theſe two parts, an . Admo- 
nition, and a Reaſon : The Reaſon is firſt, in ordgy of 
nature, Thow ſhalt dye, and not live; and the Admoni- 
tion haſt, Set thy houſe in order. . © 

Firſt, of the Reaſon, Thox fbalt djs: Where, to omit 
fpeaking of the changeable ſtate of our life, now ſick, 
and now well 3 now deliver'd out of one trouble, and 
now entring into another, which is the lot of all ; but 
efpecially of the gcd[y, otherwiſe Hezekzab might have- 

eaded an exemption : I ſhall firſt enquire, what death 
1s; yet not fo, as to ſeek an exa@ definition of it, bur 
to limit, my Diſcourſe with theſe particulars : 

Firſt, its cauſe. Secondly, its effefts. Thirdly its 
attendants: Which being diſcovered, will affiſt us to 
conceive more rightly of it. 

Firſt then, God is the cauſe of death, though he did

laſt day. Where obſerve by the way, that it 3s appoint- 

ed for all men once to die; yet the hour is uncertain,and 
kept from us, that we might- beware. of ſecurity, and 
not defer our repentance to the laſt ſtage of our life, 
when happily the cuſtom of (inning ſhall have ſo hard- 
ned us, that tis ten thouſand to one, whether we ſhall 
find place for repentance. 

I ſhall not now diſpute, whether death may be haſt- 
ned, or prorogued : becauſe that if this were granted, 
it would argue a mutability in Gods unchangeable de- 
crees 3 and yet if it were not, the Scriptures would 
ſeem contradititious to themſelves as, The blood thirſty 

Plal.55+23+ man ſhall not live out half his days; and this, of Adding 
fifteen years to Hezekiahs life. Onely this I ſhajl make 
bold to offer by way of Solution of this difficulty, and 
reconciliation of this ſeeming diſſonancy of Scripture, 
That without all doubt, according to the courſe of na- 
ture,many might live long who by intemperance and un- 

. godlineſs,cut off their days and many,who are ſcmetimes 

In mercy taken away before their time from future evils. 

| Yet this is not againſt Providence, :becauſe that as it | 
appoints the end, ſo likewiſe in that appointmeat it 

| foreſees

foreſees and includes the means leading thereunto;other- 
wiſe the ſame Objections wou.d be in force againſt pray- 
ers, and the obedience of children to their Parents, on 
which condition, long life is promiſed. 

New it onely remains to enquire, Whether death be 
good or evil : Which cannot be eafily reſolved, without 
ſome diſtinction of ſome perſcns, or ſome reſpetts ; 
for Gods appointment is good, the puniſhment cf ſin, 
13 likefin it ſelf, evil 3 an enemy is neither loved, nor 
lovely : Sleep is no evil thing, the entrance of life 1s 
deſireable, the determination of the life of grace is 


. dreadful ; we muſt therefore, before we can reſolve 
© the queſtion, know of whom, and of whoſe death the 
demand is made; for the death of the Righteous is to ' 


be wiſhed for, witneſs Balaarm 3 and the death cf the 
wicked is wretched : And though Solomon ſeems.to ſay 


abſolutely of all, That the day of death, 3s better that of Fcde,q.2, 


lifesyet he muſt be under{tcod to ſpeak there,as preſup- 
poſing (in,and the vanities, and miſeries that are annex- 
ed,and conſequent thereunto 5 and ſo (indeed) a ſpeedy 
death is much better than a finful-life 3 and that becauſe 
it 1s uhfit to aft that long, which is very i'l done; and 
ſince life is often ſo deſperately uſed, it is expedient, 
not being good, that it be ihort, that the ſhortneſs of 
the time, may render the evil of it lefs huitful : But 
yet this does not abſolutely prove, that death 1s good, 
or better than life 1n all reſpeCs; for that an evil life 
may have, and without the greater grace, muſt have a 
worſe death. " 

Death then in it ſelf, conſidering the. ſtate of man 
fallen, unleſs we adde the quality of the dcath of the 
righteous, is evil; but conſidering man in a ſtate of 
grace,and as he is reſtor'd tothe favour of God by Chrilt 
is good 3 for that 1t 18 an entrance into ever.atiing =.

The ſecond 
part (which is the Admonition) follows, Set thy houſe 
in order : But before I ſpeak of this, give me leave to 
mind you of 1ſaiahs ſevere manner of delivering this 
Meſlage, . Thou ſhalt dje. Had he ſtopt there, Hezekiab 
might have :comforced himſelf with finding out ſome 
allay 3 as, Thou ſhalt dye ar laſt 3 or, thou ſha't dye, 
and yet be mi:aculcuſly reſtor'd again to life, as the

off all ſuch hopes by peremptorily adding, Thos ſhalt 
#0t live : Which clearly ſhews, that the Prophet told 
him this by ſpecial appointment,otherwiſe his prudence 
might be juſtly queſtioned 3 for that ſo abrupt a de- 
claration might ſo. far deje&t him, that though. his ſick- 
neſs were not in it ſelf mortal , yet it would take away 
all poſhibility of his recovery, And it likewiſe ſhews, 
that even good men themſelves, ſuch as Hezekiah# was, 
can hardly- be beaten from hopes of life : What we 
much deſire, ' we are loath to deſpair of 3 and you ſhall 
meet with very few, though never ſo deſperately lick, 
but they {till reſerve hopes -of life 5 Men are loath to 


2 Cor.1. 9. take the ſentence of death, as S. Paul ſpeaks 5 and there's 


Phil. 1. 23. and to be with Chriſt, yet ſindes him 


ſcarcely any ſo old,but he hopes tolive one year longer : 
Nay, Grace it ſelf doth not without ſome difficulty ex- 
pel nature ; for S. Paul, though he _—_ to be diſjoly'd,

tween two : But however, by occaſion of this ſpecial 
manner, not uſed to us in any particu'ar ſickneſs, as it 
was to Hezekiah, it will not be amiſs for us, both for 
the croſling of cur fend hopes, and the convincing us 
of the uncertainty of our lives, to fancy that th's Meſ- 
ſage, Thou ſhalt dye, and not live, is now- ſent to every 
one ot us 1n particular 3 nay more, to conſider, that

though we ſhould equal the life of Methyſalems or the 
Ancients before the Flood, yet we ſhall die at laſt 3 and 
that if Xerxes, when, he was, muſtering his Army cf 
more than 'two millions, wept upon this refle&ion of 1,047, 
his thoughts, that not one of them ſbould be alive a Polymneis. 
hundred years after : how much more cauſe have we 
to weep, and tobe concern'd, for that every one of us 
who are now in this Church, ſhall not onely die with- 
in a hundred years, but a far ſhorter time 3 nay, for 
ought we know, before we get out of this place 3 and 
therefore this being ſeriouſly conſjder'd, cught to make 
us more attentive to what we ſhall hear, in order to our 
preparaticns for death. If we had an Enemy that vow- 
ed to {et upon us where ever he ſhould meet us, we 
would do our beſt to prepare our ſelves accordingly 
with weapons, and skill to encounter him : And being Mortem op- 
death is ſuch an enemy, nay, not oneiy a ſworn, but are melum 
mortal enemy too, it argues the greateſt madneſs imagi- Jy Up ; 
nable, to be unprovided for its approach 3 and the baſeſt ** 195» 
cowardize to run away from it. | 

And truly, he that ſeriouſly conſiders, how many 
intercepting caſualties may hinder their preparing for 
death, who defer that work any longer than while it is 
call'd to day (not to mention that the very preſumption 
does much diſcredit the purpoſe) as the uncertainty of 
health, the ſuddeneſs of death, and the unfitneſs of the 
mind to learnto do well in the bcdies weakneſs ; and 
how horror and amazement , frenzy and diſtraction , 
may take away all capacities for, and poſhbi.ities of re- 
pentance. | I ſay, he that ſcberly and ſadly conſiders | 
this, will ealily grant, that then 1s the fitteſt time to 
make proviſions 4 death, when we are in health and 
proſperity, and while that is not ſaid, Thow ſhalt dye, 
and not live 5 which ſhall, or at leaſt may be ſaid to 
every 
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6very one of us In particular at this' inſtant. And 
therefore that we may be ſoprepar'd for death,as not to 
be diſinaid when this King of terror ſhall affault us, let 
ns give heed to the Prophets adyice,; or admonition, 
which is the ſecond thing to be ſpoken to 1n the Text, 
Set thy honſe in order. 

The Text is word for word in the Original 5 Give 
charge or Commandment to thy houſe, which I account 
not to be onely the making of a #7: (though that is a 
duty not to be omitted) but alſo the giving the aft 
charge to his friends and ſervants, and the ordering 
and ſettling the affairs of his Kingdom 5 which Heze- 
kiah was the more concern'd to do, becauſe he had no 
heir (AManaſſes being born three years after his recove- 
ry) to whom the Crown might legally deſcend ; and 
therefore it was by ſo much the more neceſſary for 
preventing of diviſions and quarrels in his Family and 
Kingdom after his death, to fettle it upon the right 
Sncceſfſour. | 

But it may ſeem ſomething ſtrange , that 7/2;ah 
ſhould-give counſel about that in the firſt place, where- 
as it may be thonght to be the duty ofa war of God, 
rather to adviſe him to fettle his mind and conſcience : 
But the wonder will be-removed, if you conſider theſe 
particulars : | | 
Firſt, That beſides that duty which obliges a man to 
ſettle his eſtate 3 that others who have a juſt right 
thereunto, either by promiſe, or otherwiſe, may not 
be prejndic'd by his omiſſion, the very ſettling of ftene- 
poral affairs in time of fickneſs, 1s no ſmal; part of 
Preparing the mind and ſoul for God ; for that there- 
by all worldly thoughtfulneſs being laid alide, he may 
the more vigorouſly betake himſelf to the making up 
of his accounts with God, and with: leſs —

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bend his thotifhts on his inward condition : Ard there- 
fore they that blame Miniſters ji viſiting of the ſick, 
for adviſing them to make. their wills, and to ſet their 
houſes in order (and ſuch mine -Qwn experience findes 
to be amongſt us) do but either 8iſcover weakbeſF of 
jndgement 3 or that which is yet worſe, a ſelfiſh defign, 
that the eſtate of the ſick, porſo, for want of ſtich 
timely diſpoſals, being Aivided into fraFions, by the 
claims of ſeveral JH" they themſelves might hope 
to fiſh in troubled waters 3 and with the Dog in the 
Apologue, run away with the boze, while others ate 
contending for it. But to return to' our purpoſe. 

In the ſecond place yon are to take notice , 
that it 1s nct improbable, but that the Prophet knew, 
that Hezekiab was not unprovided for his ſoul. Or, 

Thirdly, Perhaps the Scripture gives us here onely 
the ſum, or chief ſcope of his advice : But whether this 
will ſatisfie or not, yet this is- moſt certrin, that as our 
Saviour firſt bids, Seek the Kingdom of God; ſoit ought Matth. 6.33 
to be our chiefeſt care, for the attainment of that, to 
order our ſouls and conſcicnces aright 3 becauſe that 
imports more than all the world befides, and every one 
is intereſted therein, though every one has not out- 
ward eſtates and houſes to ſettle 3 and that the rather 
too, becauſe the F/zl/ cannot be made, until the con- 

feience be rightly inform'd, for that ſome things may 
appear to be unjuſtly gotten, which cannot be bequeath- 
ed, but muſt be reſtor'd : Wherefore if there be not 
ſome tolerable preparation of the Conſcience before, 
that muſt above all things be our firſt ain care and 
buſineſs. And all that is requiſite to. be done herein; 
may be reduc'd to one of thefe two interitions : . 
Firſt, To bring a man to Ufe im the favour of

And ſecondly, Faith towards 
Heb, 6, 1+ God, both which are joynd together by the Apoſtle. 
I underſtand here by Repertance, that which hasto 
do with/ſin, both before, and in converſion - And it 

;ncludes theſe four things 3 " 
Fuſt, Knowledge of fin, not cnely 1n general, that 
we are ſinners; but alſo in particular, how, and where- 
Glam 2.24 in : Which knowledge is by the Law, becauſe that is 
' 9" * tbe rule of our life , by which we are to ſquare our 
particular aftions3 and zhe glaſs, which being look'd in- 
to, clearly ſhews. us our ſelves : Andit is very advan- 
tagious in order torepentance, to examine our ſelves by 
this Axle, and to look into this glaſs, that if not all (for 
who can do ſo, ſeeing no man knoweih how oft he offend- 
eth) yet (at leaſt) we may diſcern as many of our 

ſins as we can. | 

Seccndly, as it includes the knowledge of our fs, 
ſo likewiſe it includes our abberrcace and hatred of 
them, which muſt be accompanied with grief, and 
ſhame, and confuſion of face 3 for that we have cftend- 
ed ſo bountiful a Father, and fin'd againſt all the oblj- 
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kind bf ſorrow j810 it ſe'f ſimply neceſlary, or pleaſing 
unto God:; for he onely requires our amendment, and 
delights not to affii® willingly, nor to grieve the children, _ 
of men, but becauſe there is ſuch a {trict cohezence be- "IP 
tween this grief and amendment. of l/ife,. that the one 

as the needle, makes way for the thred ) ſerves to 
uſher ih-the other ; though if we conſider the conſtitu- 
tions of our nature, we have otherwile alſo juſt cauſe 
to be griev'd for our fins3 for that we are made thereby 
not onely deform'd in our ſelves, but alſo odious in 
Gods: ſight, and deſerving ct his juſt wrath, and ſub- 
jeted to the extreameſt ſeverities of the Divine Ven- 
eance. | 
And this kind of ſorrow is call'd Coxtrition and Com- 
punGion 53 both which ſeem to be one and the ſame 

thing, in different forms of expreſſion : But if the:e 
be any d fietence between them , Contrition implies 
more than Companion; for that by the one, 1s uſually 
meant the hori our cf puniſpment, and the ſting of Com- 

ſcience, which enſues upon the cemmittal of ſix 5; and 
by the other is underſtood, ſorrow for the offence, 
without reſped& to the puniſhment. 

Thirdly, This Repentance includes likewiſe confeſſt-,, _ 
cn of our fins, that ſo we may not onely ſee what we n,,.*.,. NY 
have done, but what we have merited thereby, giving : 
glory is God, before he cauſe darkneſs, and before onr 


feet flumble on the dark, mountains. 


I ſhall not here ſtart that @xeſtion. ſo much contro- 
verted betwixt # and the Papiſts, Whether we be bound 
to confeſs our ſins to men. The Roma#iſts themſelves 
acknowledge, that we are not bound to ccnfeſs them

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ſuch a Sacramenta), plenary, particular, inforc'd man- 
ner, under pain of damnation, and by virtue cf Chfiſts 
inſtitution, which they have in theſe laſt ages obtruded 
on the world 3 though indeed, as to the cbtaining for- 
giveneſs from men whom we have injured, and for the 
making of publique ſatisfaftion to the Church, for a_ 
notorious ſcandal given, and ſometimes for obtaihing 
counſel and direction in the anxieties and ſcruples of an 
erroneous Conſcience, and how to lead our lives in a 
penitential way of pleaſing God, it is vety expedient ' 
to confeſs them unto men 3 but moſt eſpecial:y in the 
diſtrefles of mind for ſins committed, when the cun- 
ſcience gives a man c&ca verbera, blind blows, like the 
vulture that continually gnaw'd upcn the liver of 
Titins, that fo the Miniſters unto whom God has com- 
mitted the Word of Reconciliation , might aſſure the 
Conſcience of pardon , and procure peace by pro- 
touncing a Sacerdotal Abſolution, a power which God 
either gave to Angels nor Archangels : But herein lies 
the wonder ( ſaith a Father ) that men inhabiting the 
earth, ſhould diſpenſe thoſe things which are in heaven, 


forgiveneſs of ſins. | 


Fourthly, This Repertance muſt not ſtay. here, but 
muſt carry us further, to beſeech the Lord for his 
mercy, and promiſe ſake, to forgive us our (ins : But 
becaufe this preſuppoleth Faith , which is the next 
point, I ſhall reſe ve it until I ſpeak of that 3 and in- 
deed faith and repentance are {9 link'd together, that 
1 onely ſeparate them for Dofrines ſakes For never 
can true and compleat Repentance, be without Faith 3 
nor true Faith be without Repextance.

the ſecond 53 wherein we muſt conſider, frſ#, What it 
is : and ſecondly, how it may be obtain'd. _ 

Firſt, As touching what it 1s. You are to take no- 
tice, that the Scriptures ſometimes call by the name 
of Faith, that credit which we give to Gods Word ; 
ſometimes powey to work,or to have a miracie wrought3 
ſometimes tr#5# in God, as in a ſtorm, ChriS# rebuking 
the fear of the Diſciples, athes, Where is your Faith 
ſometimes perſwaſion that we {hall receive ſomething 
from God, as when he bids us ask, in faith, without 
wavering; and ſometimes as if it wou'd exclude nothing, 
that the word ſignifies : But that. Faith which reconciles 
to, and juſtifies before God, and which is here prir-. 
cipally meant, as it muſt be a Faith working by Charity, 
ſo it has for its next and immediate objedt; Chriſt the 
Redecmer 3 and for its final and ultimate, the whole 
Trinity * Yet it is confelt, that this Fazth preſuppoſes 
credit to be given to Geds Word, eſpecially to the 
Do@rine of the Goſpel, that it is Divine and trxe, and 
it produces a perſwaſion of receiving the accompliſh- 
ment of Gods promiſes upcn performance of the con- 
ditions ; but the former, not onely evi. men 3. but the 
Devils themſelves may have 3 for they believe and trem- 
ble : And the latter, many times they that are reconcil'd 
to God have not, eſpecially. in their firſt Converſions, 
or Relapſes.into grievous ſins. before theic reſtauration3 
which. happens, becaufe it is. a conſequent of the for- 
zxer, and-a fruit then onely preſent, when God vouch- 
ſafes. to grant it: For as we ſee the Role tree bears.

Secondly, As to the obtaining of Faith : It is moſl 
certain, that we have not power of our ſelves to de- 
ſerve or acquire itz, yet God has appointed fome 
means in order to the attainment of it , which he 
uſually aſſiſts by þ3s Spirits, and in the conſcientious 
praQtiſe whereof, he gives. it in certain degrees : as, 

Firſt, By hearing the Word preach'd, he cpens the 
underſtanding, and ſo illuminates it, that 1t may ſee 
what 1s deliver'd. | 

Secondly, 'he convinces the judgement, that attends 
and ccnfiders well what is ſaid, and from the Majeſtie. 
Holineſs, Power and Conſonancy of the DcGrtne, con: 
cludes it 1s frem God. 

Thiidly, When a man is thus convinc'd, he is not 
far from the Kingdom of heaven; for that he one!y 
then lacks time to deliberate, Whether it be not moſt 
fit for him (all things being conſidered) to ſubmit un- 
to, and obey this Doarine ; Whereupon being moy*d 
by Gods Spirit, he deſires Chriſt, which is the f1rit de 
gree of faith in him; and prays the Lord for lis ſake 
to have mercy on him : Which Faith thus g:tten, re- 
ceives new additions cf grewth and ſtrength, by the 
practiſe of pious exerciſes 3. as, the familiar hearing ol 
Geds Word, Prayer, Meditation, and the frequent 
and holy uſe of the bleſſed Sacrament of the L&rd:

wilt, kill me preſently; and I fhall give thee thanks for thy 
pains 3, for that thereby thou ſendeſt me out of hand, into 
the poſſeſſuon of thoſe good things, Here it may be ſea- 
ſonable for 'a man to make his will, and to diſpoſe of 
his Eſtate 5 which I account n:t onely neceſſary , for 
that this may be a means (as I intimated before) of 
entailing peace on his Family, and of the better quali- 
fying of him, for the making his particular peace with 
God 5 but alſo, becauſe that the reviewing of hiseſtate,

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much better were it for us to ſeparate them from 
what we have juſtly acquir'd, by reftoring them to the 
right owners, than thus to run the certain hazard of 
Gods diſpleaſure? Here I cannot without injuſtice, 
omit praiſing our Anceſtors 3. for that they uſed in their 
laſt Wills,to make reſtitution of their Tythes negligent- 
ly paid, or forgotten : This fin I am ſure is not yet left 
by ſome 3 but the amends making,nay the Tythes them- 
ſelves are left out of their Teſtaments : It would be 
fcr their credit, to follow the example of that Honour- 
able Perſon, whoſe Funerals we now ſolemnize in this 
particular 5 and though they were | not conſcious to 
themſelyes of the leaſt defailance herein, yet they would 
do well to make mention of them in their W3//s,for a pre- 
ſident to others. Neither can this conſideration, that a 
man by making ſuch reſtitutions, will happily expoſe 
his wife and chi'dren to miſery, and all the inconve- 
niencies of poverty, be a ſufficient plea againſt it 3 for 
that Gods friendſhip (which is entail'd upon the chil- 
drens children of them that fear him) is a far petter 
proviſicn than the Mammon of unrighteouſneſs : For he 
#* the Father of the fatherleſs, and the defendor of the 
Widdow ; and the committing of them to his care, is a 
kind of obligation upen him to provide for them 3 and 
therefore finc@ his bleſlings make rich, and that man 
from ſmall or no beginnings,have been rais'd by him to 
great fortunes and'preferment in the world, that ſhould 
fortifie them againſt ſuch (olicitudes, and induce them 
to bulie their thoughrs in ſtudying how to make them 
vertuous, and religious, and to leaveit to God to make 
them rich, or at leaſt to provide food and raiment for 
zhem. -And to this end, 1t 1s very neceflary that they 
give them a charge touching the fear of God, as Moſes, 
Joſkna, and David, and cthers of the Saints of eqaady 
one.

and that is, to mind him of the inſtances of Gods pre-

ble to a fit of the Chulick, Gout, Stone, or Toothach 
it. 
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it ſelf; and that for this reaſon, becauſe that in ſuch 
4 diſeaſes as are long and ſenfitive, ſtrength ſomuch for- 
3 bz fakes the body. before death fanks it, that a man cannot 
| feel himſelf dye : Whereas in ſharper ſickneſles it is 
otherwiſe 3 for that nature not being waſted, is able to 
make reſiſtance, and ſo renders its pain more pungent : 
But yet the ſhortneſs of them, makes them more ſnp- 
portable 3 for that a man is cut off (as 1t were) at a 
blow. and ſurpriz'd by death before he has time to con- 
fider of it: However, though this be ſo,yet to encourage 
and fortifie the dying perſon againſt death, 1t will not 
be amiſs to have recourſe to the aſſiſtance of God in it, 
as thatof the Pſalmiſt, Though I walk, through the valley 
Pial. 23+ of death, yet will I fear no evil ; to Chriſts Victory over 
death, who by his death hath taken away its ſting 3 to 
the aſſurance of glory which ſhall ſucceed ; to the pre- 
ſence of Chriſt, and of his Saints and Angels 3 and 
laſtly, to oppoſe the very reſt from labour, which death 
ſhall ſhortly bring to the ſharpneſs of the preſent pain. 
And in the agony it ſelf, when the party is at the laſt 
gaſp, and the ſoul hovering in. a tremb.ing quandary, 
between its deſires cf being Reed from a Priſon, and its 
unwillingneſs to part with its old Ilcdging : Then the 
great bufſineſs muſt be to recollect the miſcarriages of 
his life paft, that ſo he may rally his forces, to confum- 
. mate his graces, and to perfect his repentance z and cal- 
ling to minde that Chriſt ſits at the right hand of God to 
be his Advocate, he may confidently commend his ſpirit 
anto him; as into the hands of a merciful Creator - And 
when through-the loſs of his ſpeech, or ſenſes, he is ren- 
ared uncapable of ſuck pious performances, then they 
that are about himare to ſupply his inability with earneſt 
- prayer unto-God, forthe pardon of his (ins,for the grace 
of Chriſt, for the rebuking of Satan, and for:the guard 
| and 
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guard and tranſport of the holy Angels, and laſtly, 
when the ſoul is parted, as we pray, Thy will be done, 
ſo we muſt reſt fatrsfied therewith when it is done 3 
comforting our ſelves with S. Paxls DoCtrine concerning 
the Reſurrection, and the coming of Chriſt, 4nd his 
bringing them that dye in him, with him again in glory. 

As touching the Funeral, though it may ſeem neither 
agreeable with my title, or purpoſe, to ſpeak any thing 
_ of itat this time3 yet I muſt needs ſay, that as we are 
not onthe one hand to bring in hired mourners, like ſo 
many Tiliphones out of S. Patricks Purgatory, to fill 
the Church with howlings, which has been deſervedly 
condemn'd by the primitive Biſhops,as diſagreeing with 
the Doctrine of the Reſurrection, and the life to come - 
So on the other hand we muſt take heed, that we run 
not into a contrary extreme with ſome Fanatical Inno- 
 vators5 and inſteed of a. Chriſtian burial, bring in a 
dumb ſhew, having not ſo much as the leaſt expreſſion 
of a Chriſtian faith, cr hope : Though it be true, thar 
1t was no prejudice to the bleffed Martyrs, that their 
bodies were conſum'd to aſhes, or devoured by rave- 
nous beaſts, or drown'd in the fea 5 for the fea ſhall give 
up her dead : And in this cale rhat of the Poet holds 
true, 

Celo tegitur qui non habet urnant. 


Yet in an ordinary way, there isa reſpe& due to the 
bodies of the Saints deceated, as to the Temptes of the 
Holy Ghoſt, the organs that he us'd to all gaod, walh'd 
in the laver of Regeneration 3 whole members were 


the weapons of Righteouſneſs, which did partake of the 


body and blood of Chriſt, By which they glorified Cod . 
intheir bodies,and which being rais'd againin due tune, 


ſhall be made conformable to the gloriom body of Chriſt.

Hence 
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Hence ate thoſe offices we owe them, to wait upon their 
Luke 7- 12- Herfe, as David upon Abwer, and the Citizens upon the 
Widows Son, to inter. them decently mm the earth, our. 
common Mother : And ſome refpect is tkewiſe to be 
had to a ccnſecrated place 3 for Joſeph defir'd*that his. 
bones ſhould be buried in the Land of promiſe, where 
the Temple was-to be erected ; and: if their ſtate re- 
quire it, to adorn their Sepulchres, to commend them. 
in a Funeral Sermon,or Oration,for the exciting others. 
to their imitation 3 and howſoever- the recital of ſuch 
godly Leſſons, Prayers and Exhortations, as may ſerve. 
to moderate our grief for their loſs, confirm our hopes 
of the Reſurrection, admoniſh us of our own mortality, 
and to prepare us for our end, may be blam'd, yet with- 
out reaſon; for that by this , we not onely. provide for 
their honour, but alſo ſatisfe our own mindes. This 
has been the praiſe of the Church of Chriſt in - all, 
ages, witneſs D:ozyſiz4 the Areopagite (or whoever elſe 
it was, certainly a moſt ancient Author) 1n his Eccleſt- 
aſtical Hierarchyz where he ſets dewn their ſeveral 
Rites, their bringing the deal to the Church, their cof- 
fening of him, their ſalutations, their Hymns, their 
Prayers, and their Commemorations. He that will op- 
poſe his own fancy againſt reaſon, the authority and 
practiſe of: the Church in all ages,[ leave him to put cn 
a coat which Solomon long lince ſhap'd for him and his 
fellows, He that is wiſe. in his own eyes, there 3s more 
hopes of a fool than of ſuch a man. 

I have now finiſh'd my Text, and ſpent a great deal 
of time in- telling you in a dull, flat, and unpoliſh'd 
manner,' how you ſhould prepare your ſelves for deaths 
And indeed the onely Apology for my (elf, and fatis- 
faction which I ſhall make to you for my offence herein, 
1s. to tell you, ThF: death cannot be charm'd with a 

; linooth. 
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{ſmooth tongue, nor kept off with a quaint expreſffian ; 
and that it 1s the ſpecial duty of every one of you to 
believe, that what was here particularly ſaid to Heze- 
kiah, Thou. ſpalt dye, ang not live, reaches ailo to you : 
And therefore my moſt earneſt ſute to you 1s, that you 
would for once be but true to your ſelves, and know, 
that in deſpight of all this Worlds Grandeur, and your 
own projects, you muſt die ; Do but conſult your own 
bodies and ſenſes, and you will finde a decay in them 3 
nay, if you will not be convine'd by this, refle& upon 
thoſe cold Carkcafſes, which now lie mouldring away 
in their hollow vaults under ycur feet ; and ſince the 
eye of ſenſe moſt affeds the heart, eſtabliſh your ſelves 
in this truth, by this ſaÞyl Repreſentative z and behold $5 
here the Coffin of a perſcn made up of all the Contri- 
buticns of Nature, a Man, in whom concurr'd all that 
Pythagoras could think to beg of his gcd, to wit, Riches, 

and a firm conſtitution of bedy 5 and thence infer, that 
there is no exemption from the grave : For certainly if 

Greatneſs, if Learning, if Riches, if Parts, if Wiſdom, 


if Prudence, if Friends , if care of Servants, if At- 


tendance of a Wife, if Skill of Phyſicians, nay if the Thethankt& 
affetions of moſt, and the prayers of many , could $iv11g day 
have ſecur'd him from death, our yeſterdays joy wou'd me the vi- 
not be ſo ſoon interrupted with this days forrow : But 5,1 
alas, no Grandeur can do it, for Death either findes all ,,.. he gay 
men equal, or makes them ſo. And therefore be per- preceding 
ſwaded to ſet your houſes in order, your inward, as well the funeral. 
as your outward 3 your Conſciences, as well as your Fora. ns 
Eſtates; and conſider, that you who are yet breathing, ** pulſa ny 
are but hourly treading upon ycur own graves, liogring }, de paupe- 
out a few uncertain minutes, and muſt neceſſarily Dl cus tabere 
luw; and that God has given you this little reprieve, zas regums; 
that you might prepare your —_ for death 5 and ſee-twrrer: 
2 ing

ing you are repriev'd onely during pleaſure, and know 
not how ſoon you may be call'd upon to execution, do 
not put off this ſo neceſſary work one moment 5 but 
even now, betake your ſelves to the making of your 
Wills, to the perfecting cf your accompts, and take no 
"re{t, unti] ye get your pardon ſeal'd 5 for remember, 
that God himſelf, though he has promis d pardon to 
the penitent, has not prumis'd to ſtay one day for his 
repentance - For it zs to day, this very day, if you will 
hear his voyce, that you mult wot harden your hearts, or 
elſe he has ſworn in his wrath, that ye ſhall never enter 
into his reſt. And if there be any of thoſe here pre- 
ſent, who becauſe they have beauty, and youth ſpark- 
ling in their veins, fo far deſpiſe death, that they will 
ſeek it in the midſt of dangers, as if they ſcorn'd it 
ſhould come unſent for, and leave it to be fear'd onely 
by the aged and the ſickly ; let me aſſure them, that 
they will finde a vaſt diſproportion between dying m 
a fit of a Rodomontado, and dying in cold blood, and 
that death is not the ſame thing 1n the hands of a man, 
as it is in the hand of Ged 5 and that a Lord have mercy 
' 02 me an hour or two before we dye, .1s not probably 
a ſufficient preparation for it : No, no, it is the Work 
of works to dye wel!, that is, active:y and chearfullyto 
reſign life 5 and they that have ſpent their whole time 
therein, have found it little enough. 

But though your neceſlities, and the importance of 
this ſubje& tempts me to infiſt more particularly on it, 
yet the intereſt which the Honorable Perſon (whoſe 
Obſequies we now folemnize) has in this- cur meeting, 
forbids that, and commands me to beg you attention to 
as ſada ſtory, which muſt needs beget a treble paſſion 
of ſorrow, joy, and emulation in all that hear it : Sor- 
row,for our loſs in him 5 joy;for his gain in our loſs; and . 
emulation, 
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emulation, mall of: his virtues. . But before I come to 


this, I muſt needs tell you, that my thoughts: have for | 


ſome time wav'd me to and fro, and that I 'am yet in 
ſome fuſpence,' whetherl ſhould ſpeak or not 5 for that 
I account. it no eaſe matter, to be Moderator of the Ar- 
guments that are. for Speech or Silence 5 for that on the 
one fide, whilſt the Miniſter 1s pouring oyl on the face 
of the dead, to make it ſhine, he does but too often 
caſt dirt in his own, and'withal, may be very prejudi- 
cial to the living 3 for that many (whole lives ſpeak 
nothing for them) will be apt to draw the example 
into conſequence, and ſo hope to hire a Hackney Fune- 
ral Sermon, to-.catry them to Heaven when they dye. 
And on the other hand, though common:graves have no 
Tnſcription,yet marble tombs arenot without ſome Epitaph: 
And Heroical examples ſhould not go without a trum- 
pet 3 but being my place forbids me ſilence, all that I 


ihall premiſe, either for your information , or for ſe- 


curing my ſelf againſt the various cenfures and opini- 
ons which are like to paſs upon men this great :Audi- 
tory, is to minde you, That we are not come. hither, 
w.th intentions to imitate the Egyp:ian Prieſts-3 who 
upon recounting the good and bad deeds of their de- 
ceaſed at their Funerals, were wont to deny them bu- 
rial, if they found their vices to excecd their virtues 5 
no! Chriſtianity teaches us more charity, and therefore 
we are not now. oblig'd to diſcloſe the trat:tics or im- 
perfe&tions of the dead, whatever they were 3 no! we 


arerather to deal with'um,as the Painter did with Aztz-. 


gomns, who had but one eye, hedrew his Picture imagine 
luſci, half fac'd, and ſo cover'd the deformity trom the 
beho!ders ſightzand to bury them in everlaſting oblivi- 
on,as the [{raelites did their exerements without the camps 


and that the rather, becauſe (lmay ſpeak it with ſome 
| | confidence ) 
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confidence)Gcd has ſo buried.them, that they ſhall never 
riſe up in judgement againſt him 5 but whatever was 
in him Juſt and Honourable, Vertuous and Noble, 


| Chriſtian and Religious, Pious and Charitable, we are 


bound to remember, becauſe we are bound to imitate. 

I ſhall not take upon me to play the Herald, to rip 
up his pedigree, or blazen his Coat of Arms, but 
onely fo far, as may encreafe your eſteem of him : for 
when Nobtlity and Vertue grow out of the ſame ſtcck, 
they command reſpect, by adding mutual luſtre to-each 
other. | 
He was deſcended from an Ancient and Noble Fa- 
mily, many of which were no leſs eminent for their 
parts and employments, than they were ſignal for their 
Loyalty, which juſtly advanc'd them to the higheſt 
commands in this Kingdom. And though afterward by 


the common viciſliitude of all Sublunary things, this 


ancient Family fell into decay, fo that they might put 
the Moon upon their ſhooes, as the old Romans did 
upon their gates, to ſhew the volubility of all worldly 
etjQyments; yet it has now not onely receiv'd a new 
life but alſo a new addition of honor and renown from 
that Worthy Perſon, who made it his buſineſs to derive 
his honour more from his own Excellencies, than from 
the merits and Grandeur of his Anceſtors. 

He was admitted a Member of the CoZedge adjoyning 


to this City, in the year 1610, where ( under the 


tuition of that Learned and Reverend Prelate, Anthony 


Martin Lord Biſhop of Meath) after he had taken the 
degree of Batchelour in Arts, he was choſen Fellows 
_ having paſt the reſt of the courſe of his ſtudies, 
and perform'd all his Exerciſes with that general ap- 
plauſe, which 1s uſually the reward of hard ſtudy, and 


- pregnant wit, he commenc'd Maſter, and was choſen 
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Hebrew Ledurer ; and by his accurate knowledge in 
that Language (a thing rare in men of his Countrey) 
and his :great care in inſtructing his pupils, he made 
early diſcoveries. of his future preferment. But after - 
he had ſpent full nine years there, inthe good eſteem 
and love of his acquaintance, having by ſtudying of 
Divinity firſt learnt to manage his own Conſcience (as 
if Providence had ſo deſign'd it on purpoſe) that he 
might the better.know how-to keep his MajeKies. In 
the year, 1619. he was (by the perſwaſion of his 
friends) remov'd to Lincolns Inn 5 where he made it. 
his bulineſs not to learn the Modes and Vices of the 
place, but to qualifie himſelf for the ſervice of his King 
and .Countrey-: And there he has left ſuch ſurviving. 
Monuments of his- great parts, and greater induſtry 5 
that it may be diſputed, Whether the Society was to 
him, or he to the Seciety the greater ornament. But - 
no ſooner did his own abilities, and the neceſfities of 
his -Countrey call him from therce, to engage'in the 
publique p-attile of the Laws,but the Lord Chancellour . 
Loftws,a , mw 6 his-many other extraordina- 
ry endowments, waSvery well able to.judg of men,took - 
him into his particular favour, and not onely commit- 
ted all his private concerns unto his management, - but. 
very much relied on his advice and opinion in the molt - 
intricate matters of Chancery : And having. thereby 
given ſufficient proof of his parts, his great tairhfulneſs - 
and ſound judgment repreſented hizz ſoon after as a very : 
fit perſon-to be of His Majeſties Learned Council : 
Whereupecn being made Serjeant by his late Majeſtie of | 
ever blefſed and glorious memory, that -did- but publiſh . 
to the world his delerts and. fitneſs for g eater ewploysz -. 
and therefore a Parliament b.t:g call'd by the Lord of- 


SH afford, 4 perſt 08 .of greit excellency, but far greater - 
misfortunes, .. 
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misfortunes, he was by the unanimous conſent, and to 
the general ſatisfaction of the whole Houle, plac'd in 
the Chair 3 where he gave ſuch proofs.of his ſo great 
abilities and judgement, of his ſo great Prudence and 
Condu@, and manag;d that affair with ſo much advan- 
tage to His Majeſties intereſt, and .the ftate of things 
then, that the Lord Lieutenant did not onely confer 
Knighthood upon him, but the whole Hoxſe by their ſe- 
veral xecommendatory Letters to.His Majeſtie in his be- 
half, declar'd their approbations of him, as well as their 
obligations to him. | 
But when Pride and Ambition began to contend with 
Loyalty and Obedience, and Rebellion had uſurpt Au- 
thority,and turn'd Order and Government into Anarchy 
and Confuſion 3 then this Mirrour of Loyalty was no 
leſs ſerviceable to His Majeſtie, by his aſſiſting the now 
Lord Lieutenant with his private counſel,than he wasbe- 
fore 1n his publick capacity. Then it was, that the Duke 
of Ormond was perfectly acquainted with the deep 
judgement, and great integrity of Sr. Maurice EnStace 3 
and that Sir Maurice Enſtace was " adnks in his belief 
of the Duke of Ormonds undaunt@d courage, and unal- 
terable reſolution of running all hazards for His Majeſties 
znterest; and ſo by their mutual knowledge of one ano- 
thers faithfulneſs, they eſpous'd each others concern, 
and His Majeſties in both. But when Rebellion began to 
get the maſtery, and: His Majeſties intereſt was going 
down the wind, and the Sword forc'd out of the hands 
of His Lieutenant, and Treaſon it ſelf became meritori- 
ous, this Honourable Perſon lo tar fcornd to be tempted 
to any thing that was baſe or unworthy, that to the 
extreme hazard of his life,” :to- the .utter ruine of his 
eſtate and 'fortunes, and ſeven years impriſonment in 


Cheffer added to all this, he (till perſever'd in his adhe- 
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rence to the Royal intereſt. - And when His Majeſfties 
affairs were accompanied with ſo many evil circum- 
ſtances, that the ſucceſs of the Traytors made them ſo 
ſecure in their Uſurpation, that they ſet the Priſon 
gates wide open, and permitted bim, Anno 1655. to re- 
air to this his native Countrey again,his wiſdom added 
to his faithfulneſs, begot ſuch jealouſies and fearful ap- 
prehenſions in the Uuſurpers, that they could not think 
themſelyes ſecure, until they ſecur'd hiv the ſecond 
time in this Town: Then they rifle his ſtudy,and would 
fiim make his Loyalty to his Prince, and. his Vicegerent, 
many of .whoſe Letters he had then in his hands, and 
which were the ſignal inſtances of his innocency,the'moſt 
aggravating evidences of his guilt : But God, that de- 
fign'd this Honourable Perſon for greater ſervices, de- 
liver'd bim this time allo, ont of the paw of the Lion, 
and.preſerv'd him for the happieſt of times, that of 
His Majefties Reſiauration. p: 
. And here ſecure ycur ſelves (if you can.) from being 
'  furpriz'd with an Extaſie of admiration,and behold and 
learn the quinteſlence of all Loyalty from this Wcerthy 
Patriot 3 nay,ſuch a Loyalty,as is rarely found, drain'd 
from' all its baſer mixtures of- particular intereſt, or 
{el6ſh deſign 3 for whereas.a man ſhould have thought, 
that a perſon ſo deeply ſuffering, and highly MerIeng, 
ſhould have been impatient, and greedy of reward 5 he 
on the contrary, acquieſces in the general good of the 
happy revolution, and accounts himſelf more than re- 
 warded.for that he lives to ſee his lawful Prince reſtcr'd 
to his undoubted Rights. And when His Majeſtie.de-

_ And truly, he was ſo punQual in performing hereof 
that I dare cha!lepge any, except thoſe ſordid and way- 
ward ſpirits, who will never learn to ſpeak well of the 
dead, to lay the leaſt breach ef this to his charges or to 
find the leaſt injuſtice or partiality- in any of his proceed- 
Ings, ureſs they will be fo diſingenuous,asto.accule him 
co ſome ſlowneſs in diſpatch of buſineſs towards the lat- 
ter end cf his days, which were rather:the effefts of his 
age, and indifpcfition, and the fear ofdoing injuſtice oc- 
calicned thereby, than the preduQts of his choice.

his Family and private Devotions. - | 
| Hitherto you have heard but very little(and that too, 
very diſadvantagiouſly related)of the morning and noon 
of his days; but that is yet behind, whick-moſt con- 
cerns you to know," as well for your imitation as his 
raiſe : For ſince it js the evening that crowns the day, 
and that all the miſcarriages and defedts of a vitious lite 
are expung'd by a pious and penitent death, it con- 
cerns you to have a more-particular account of 'his. be- 
haviour therein. And therefore,no ſooner did God by 


a fit of the Palſie ſend him this Meilage, as to Hezekiah, 
F 9 Thou 
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Thou ſhalt .dye,, and. not live; but immediately calling 
for his Chaplain , he reſigns himſelf up to God with 
the-prayers :of the; Church 5: and _by_ his, pious re- 
flexions and heavetly ejaculations , proceeding from 
a ſoul repleat with: fervour,.and devotion , he ſuffi- 
ciently prov'd , that” he was better able to inſtru& 
and prepare his Chaplain for death , than his Chap- 
lain-was to prepare him. And then finding his diſtem- 
per'to encreaſe, and little hopes of having fifteen years 
added to his days ; after this tolerable preparation of his 
conſcience, he betakes himſelf ro the ſetting, of bis houſe 
in order 3. that his:thoughts being wholly. wean'd. from 
the world, he might with the more advantage ſpend 
the remainder of his time in ſtating of his accompts with 
God. And here I can neyer ſufficiently admire and 
adore the unſpeakable goodneſs of God towards him, 
that although he died of ſuch a diſeaſe, in which men 
are cut off (as it were) at a blow, yet he had ſo per- 
fe&t uſe of his reaſon, memory and ſpeech, though he 
was ſometimes defeftive in the laſt, that there is not 
one word:in. his whole will, which is not of his own 
dictating, or at leaſt of his approbation; for he very 
well knew, how advantagious it was tohis Family, t o 
make his Teſtament ſo clear, and perſpicuous, asthat it 
may draw no Law Suitsafter it. And inthe reviewing 
of his eſtate, he bequeaths not the leaſt part of it to the 
Church, but leaves all his Impropriations, amounting at. 
leaſt to fix or ſeven hundred pounds a year, . as a .pious 
Legacy unto it, and twenty pound a year towards main 
taining of an Hebrew LeCturer in the Colledge 5 by: 
which, he has for ever conſign'd this great truth to all 
worthy Perſonages, That as they love God, at the ſame. 
rate they are to make proviſion for his Prieſts. And now. 


after he.made ſuch diſpoſals of. his. eſtate, as are. Juſt 
an 
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and honourable, pious and charitable, and that can never 
be queſtion'd,unleſs by a ſtrange fort of people,whone- 
ver think any thing well done, that tends not to the 
gratifying of their own covetous pretenſions : He gives 
his Phifitians a diſmiſs, 'and ſummons all his forces to 
aſſiſt him in perfe&ting of his repentance , and in trim- 
ming , and ſnuffing of his Lamp, that it might burn the 
brighter, and caſt the greater Juſtre, he leaves no {lut- 
tiſh corner unſwept in his Soul 5 nor parlies with any 
one beloved fin , but thruſts them all out of doors , to - 
make room for Chriſt, whom he confeſs'd they had be- 
fore ſo often juſtled out of his heart. And with noleſs 
abhorrence of himſelf, then hatred of his (in 3 while the 
juſtice of God is ready to overwhe!m him with diſpair ; . 
he ſupportshimſelf with the conſideration of his former 
mercies. Then it was, that he approved himſelf not - 
onely a good Textuary, but a good Divine : for that 
as often as his memory, or they-who aſliſted himin that 
charitable Office furniſht him with Scriptures ſuitable te 
his conditions his own experience enabled him to make 
the application : Now he confeſſes that it is no time to 
diſſemble with God ; nor to cheat his own Soul .,, And 
therefore endeavours by his reduubling of his ſorrow 
for his ſin , and by the fervency of his Prayers to ev1- 
dence the truth of both. . And being alarm'd. with the 
brisker approaches of death, and finding a ſenſible de- 
cay .in his:Spirit after he had taken as long a time, as 
his condition-would admit of, to prepare himſelf, .and 
acknowledged with fear and trembling, that ſeetng Chriſt 
ſent his Diſciples to prepare a room for «ihe celebration of 
the Paſſeover : How:murh more need of preparation did he 
ſtand in for. receiving of Chriſt himſelf. And having added : 


unto this an humble and peaitent confefſionof his fins, he 


received, the Holy . Sacrament. of the. Lords Supper ac-

and o:t.ert- A nd now with old S:*cox having 'taken' Chriſt into 

his arms, he finds acalme in h's conſcience, which wit h- 

out 'doubt was an antepaſt of that Everlaſting reſt 

wh'ch he now enjoys. He takes a foleme faiewe:l fall 
bis freindsz and addrefling himſelf more particularly to 
one of them, gives him ths laſt Cha'ge, and evidence 
of his perſevering Loyalty , fear God , ſerve your King, 
and lead a good ife. And then after he had more than 
once committed his Soul both actively , and chearfully 
into the hands of God, with a ſiveet Jeſus receive my $pi- 
it, aud Come Lord Jeſu, come quickely .: His tpeech felt 
a ſtop fourſome t me,but nei ther our prayers n r h's un- 
derſtanding, for alittle after the bi. d of Paradiſe being 
ready to-fiy out of his Cage gives us notice of his de- 
parture, -by ſinging with a tunable voyce , ſome few 

-verſes of the 25 Pſalm .: And then his ſpeech quite for- 

ſaking him, his hand , and his eys were faithfull inter- 

preters of his inward dev. tion. : 

And thus have we brought this honorable Perſon to 
the borders of Eternity , and have ſaid no more of him 
then what was requiſite for your inſtruction : And to 
theend that what was excelient in him , and therefore_ 
imitable, may have the deeper , and freſher imprefiion 
on your memcries. I ſhall once more:tellyou in a word, 
that he-was a learned Scholler , a profound Lawyer, a 
wiſe States-man, a juſt Man, a trne Freind. a thanktull 
Perſon where he was obliged, a munificent Benefattor to 
the Church, a loyal Subje& to his King, a faithfull Ser-

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vant to the houſe of Orawond, a zealous profeſſour, and 
maintainer of.the Doctrine and diſcipline of the Church 
of England, abhorring Popery.on the one hand, andPha- 
2ataciſm.on the other : and that whatever the particu- 
Jar tailings of his life were, (I am confident ) hedyed a 
Penitent , and a good Chriſtian in the Communion of 
that Church, in which he accounted it his greateſt hap- 
pyneſs to have had his education. 

And now if any hereatter, ſhall out of envy go about 
to uncover his nakedneſs., or to revive the memory of 
any. of his infirmities., or for want of charity unto me 
look upon what I have now faid, as the products of af- 
fetion,or aſſentation;1T ſhall onely make this defence for 
my elf, that Iprofeſs in the preſence of God , whom 
if-I ſpeak the truth, I deſire may be my juſtifier, but: 
if a lye. my puniſher :. that T have given you here , as 
true and impartial a relation. cf his end, as if I were. 
now to make my Jaſt account to God 3 and asthis can- - 
not but ſatisfie all thoſe, who are able to diſtinguiſh co- 
lours, and to diſcern truth fromfalſhood : So I ſhall take. 
no other pains for the ſatisfaCtion of thoſe peeviſh and- 
perverſe diſpoſitions, who aje refoly'd before hand, not: 
to be ſatisfied with any thing ; then to tell them that 7 
account it a ſmall thing to be judgd by:men., for that T 
m#uſt ſtand or fall to my own. Maſter, and that 1t much - 
more conceins them, to amend what they find defeQive - 
in themſelves, then thus uncharitabiy to cenſure others, 
that ſo they may not one y deſerve to be well ſpoken
